You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town 
House  in  said  Holderness  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth 
day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  at 
which  time  the  polls  shall  be  opened;  and  shall  close 
not  earlier  than  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers.

To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
with  respect  to  any  Committee  report  concerning  the 
maintenance  of  the  Town  Hall.

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Two  Hundred  and 
Twenty-four  Dollars  ($224.00)  for  advertising  the 
town's  advantages  in  the  Lakes  Region  25th  Anniver- 
sary Edition  of  metropolitan  newspapers.  (Not  re- 
commended by  the   Budget  Committee.) 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make

Home  visits  have  been  made  in  the  town  on  babies 
and  pre-school  age  children.  The  mothers  have  been 
urged  to  take  their  children  to  their  own  family  phy- 
sicians for  immunizations  as  there  were  no  clinics  held 
in  the  town  the  past  year. 

Miss  Ellen  Clough,  R.N.,  veteran  nurse  with  the 
N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association,  retired  on  September 
1st,  1960.  The  work  is  now  covered  by  the  N.  H.  De- 
partment of  Health,  Bureau  of  Public  Health  Nursing, 
in  cooperation  with  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association. 
Chest  clinics  are  planned  for  twice  during  the  year  at 
Plymouth  for  examination  and  chest  x-rays  given  by 
Dr.  Robert  Kerr  and  Mr.  Alden  of  the  N.  H.  Tuber- 
culosis Association  assisted  by  the  Public  Health 
Nurse.  This  is  a  public  clinic  and  residents  of  Hold- 
erness are  welcome  to  attend.  An  announcement 
of  date  will  be  made  in  local  papers.

Twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  forest  tires  in  New 
Hampshire  are  caused  from  careless  debris  burning  — 
brush,  paper,  leaves,  grass,  etc.  Most  of  them  are 
started  without  the  required  permit  from  the  local 
forest  iire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these 
fires  annually  runs  into  large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay 
the  cost  of  putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators 
may  be  subject  to  court  prosecution  with  fines  running 
as  high  as  ($200)  two  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  elimin- 
ate burning  at  home  ?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been 
set  up  for  your  personal  convenience.  It  provides  a 
suitable  place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflam- 
mable waste  material  and  other  useless  items  which 
accumulate  around  the  home  and  local  stores;  brush, 
etc.  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of 
burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you  —  person- 
ally and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises : 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire 
warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 
Don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before 
leaving  it.

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REPORT    OF  THE  POLICE    DEPARTMENT 


Another  year  has  passed  and  the  record  stands 
clear  in  Holderness,  no  traffic  fatalities.  There  were 
several  aiutomobile  accidents  with  personal  injury. 
Some  of  the  cars  involved  were  a  total  loss.  Several 
complaints  were  received  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Police  Department  about  speed  on  the  highway 
through  the  business  section  of  Holderness.  An  order 
to  your  chief  of  police  was  given  to  have  a  special  of- 
ficer on  duty  on  week  ends  throughout  the  Summer. 
It  proved  successful. 


In  the  latter  part  of  July  of  this  past  year,  what 
might  have  been  a  tragedy  was  avoided  by  the  quick 
response  to  a  telephone  call  received  about  2:30  a.  m., 
that  som.e  hoodlums  were  shooting  very  close  to  a 
camp  filled  with  some  75  children  ranging  from  7  to 
15  years  old.  Upon  driving  into  the  camp  there  was 
noticed  some  brush  woven  more  or  less  into  a  sort  of 
barricade  across  the  road.  Stopping  to  investigate,  a 
steel  wire  cable  was  found  stretched  across  the  road, 
about  center  of  windshield  height  and  securely  fas- 
tened to  a  tree  and  telephone  pole  and  hidden  by  the 
brush  woven  in  and  around  it.  Had  a  car  crashed 
through  the  brush,  the  whole  top  of  the  car  could  have 
been  shaved  off,  also  the  upper  part  of  a  human  bady. 
Culprits  escaped  before  police  arrived. 


We  answer  every  call,  whether  day  or  night,  and 
try  to  give  you  the  sort  of  service  expected  of  us.  Un- 
fortunately our  training  has  not  been  such  as  to  meet 
all  the  problems  that  arise.  When  we  meet  these  prob- 
lems we  get  excellent  co-operation  from  the  State 
Police  and  the  Sheriff's  department. 
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More  and  more  crime  comes  into  the  state  as  the 
highways  become  better.  Crime  such  as  we  in  Holder- 
ness  never  dreamed  of  could  happen  here,  as  it  is  ra- 
pidly working  its  way  up  into  this  area.  By  the  toll 
road  it  is  a  matter  of  an  hour  or  so  from  Boston  and 
vicinity  to  this  area  surrounding  the  lakes,  bringing 
who  knows  what. 


To  be  better  prepared,  some  of  us  attend  special 
meetings  and  F.  B.  I.  Training  Classes  that  have  been 
held  in  the  surrounding  part  of  the  state.  We  travel 
to  these  classes  and  lectures  on  our  own  time  and  ex- 
pense to  better  serve  you. 


The  equipment  that  the  police  use  is  very  nearly 
all  purchased  and  owned  by  the  officers  themselves, 
and  they  are  very  proud  of  their  belongings.  I  do 
believe  that  to  give  you  the  very  best  service  that  you 
desire  and  expect  that  it  should  not  be  all  give  on  our 
part.  How  about  you,  as  citizens,  giving  us  a  little  co- 
operation? We  do  not  ask  for  much.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Holderness: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

GENERAL 

The  past  decade  has  certainly  seen  a  tremendous 
expansion  in  the  field  of  education,  and  a  tremendous 
growth  of  concern  about  it.  Future  historians,  looking 
back  upon  this  era,  will  be  torn  between  referring  to 
it  as  'The  Atomic  Age"  and  the  inclination  to  describe 
it  as  "The  Age  of  Education."  The  unlocking  of  the 
secrets  of  atomic  energy,  travel  in  outer  space,  and 
under  water,  and  in  the  advances  of  communication 
through  the  media  of  television  are  but  a  few  of  the 
accomplishments  that  may  be  credited  to  education. 

Today  there  are  over  50,000,000  individuals  en- 
rolled in  some  type  of  educational  institution  in  the 
United  States.  Although  education  is  a  function  of  the 
State  Government,  the  control  is  left  with  local  com- 
munities and  elected  representatives  of  such  communi- 
ties. The  citizen,  by  his  payment  of  property  taxes, 
supports  a  major  portion  of  this  vast  undertaking  in 
what  we  call  the  democratic  process. 

There  is  much  evidence  that  there  has  been  in- 
creased interest  in  education  in  recent  years.  Much  of 
this  interest  has  been  brought  about  by  such  reports 
as  the  Conant  Report,  The  White  House  Conference  on 
Health  and  Education,  the  various  television  programs 
relating  to  the  educational  process,  and  the  emphasis 
for  state-aid  for  education. 

This  is  a  legislative  year  and  each  citizen  should 
make  it  a  point  to  be  aware  of  some  of  the  impending 
legislation  which  will  pertain  to  educating  the  mental- 
ly handicapped,  transportation  of  school  children,  in- 
creased school  building  aid  and  the  per  capita  tax  as- 
sessment of  school  districts. 
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SUPERVISION  AND  INSTRUCTION 

Much  is  being  written  today  about  educational 
quality  and  certainly  quality  is  being  emphasized  in 
the  Holderness  School.  In  reviewing  the  test  results, 
one  is  thrilled  to  see  the  objective  evidence  of  such  ex- 
cellent pupil  progress.  When  a  community  provides  an 
excellent  school,  the  results  are  observable. 

The  big  job  in  meeting  the  international  problem 
confronting  us  today  appears  not  to  be  a  "crash"  pro- 
gram of  math  and  science,  but  one  of  increasing  the 
knowledge  about  other  peoples,  their  hopes  and  fears, 
how  they  think,  what  we  mean  to  them,  how  much  or 
how  little  they  know  about  us,  and  learning  a  bit  about 
their  language. 

With  the  knowledge  of  how  other  people  live, 
work  and  play  we  can  help  the  boys  and  girls  of  a  free 
society  make  decisions.  Not  by  dictatorial  methods,  not 
by  permissiveness,  but  by  planning  with  them,  lead- 
ing them  to  see  all  sides  of  a  problem,  can  we  train 
them  in  the  art  of  deciding  wisely.  This  is  the  founda- 
tion of  freedom.  It  has  been  said,  'That  person  is  free 
who  recognizes  himself  as  the  author  of  the  laws  he 
obeys." 

STAFF 

The  high  quality  of  education  in  Holderness  is 
directly  related  to  the  staff  that  is  so  competent,  con- 
scientious and  devoted  to  their  work. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  your  school  being  so  good 
is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  staff  in  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunities  to  attend  workshops,  take 
extension  courses  and  attend  Summer  school  where 
they  are  able  to  keep  abreast  with  the  latest  trends 
in  the  educational  field. 

Mrs.  Edith  Bowie,  teacher  in  grade  one  for  the 
past  two  years,  joined  the  staff  at  the  Plymouth  De- 
monstration School,  and  Mrs.  Sheila  Arold,  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  Teachers  College  and  a  teacher  at 
Canaan  Elementary  School,  was  employed  as  her  re- 
placement. 
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Mr.  T.  Gary  Allen,  teacher  of  math,  science  and 
physical  education  in  grades  five  through  eight,  ac- 
cepted a  position  at  Laconia  High  School  and  Mr.  Clar- 
ence Bailey,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College, 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE  AND  EQUIPMENT 

A  science  table  for  demonstration  purposes  was 
installed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  room,  and 
one-half  of  the  purchase  price  was  reimbursed  through 
the  National  Educational  Defense  Act. 

Plans  are  underway  for  the  installation  of  a  cyclo- 
rama  for  the  stage  and  painting  of  the  outside  doors. 

There  is  need  for  playground  equipment,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  a  slide  will  be  installed  during  the  Sum- 
mer. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  transportation  of  the  children  in  any  district 
presents  a  big  problem  especially  in  the  Winter  time, 
and  we  are  very  fortunate  in  having  a  group  of  trans- 
porters that  are  so  capable  and  understanding  of  their 
job.  There  are  many  opportunities  to  do  some  good 
teaching  while  pupils  are  in  transit,  and  with  such 
qualified  drivers,  I  know  that  many  points  of  how  to 
get  along  with  one's  neighbor  are  brought  into  play. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

The  lunch  program  is  operating  very  efficiently 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Bruce  Heald  with  Mrs. 
Eva  Avery  as  her  assistant. 

It  is  very  interesting  to  see  how  the  program  is 
operated  so  that  it  becomes  another  learning  and  ex- 
change of  ideas  opportunity. 
P.-T.  A. 

The  P.-T.  A.  is  to  be  complimented  for  having  so 
many  worthwhile  meetings  relating  to  the  pupil,  par- 
ent, teacher  and  the  home. 
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CONCLUSION 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  the  school  board  for 
its  excellent,  support  and  for  its  display  of  fine  judge- 
ment in  connection  with  the  handling  of  problems  at- 
tendant under  the  operation  of  the  school. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  personal  appreciation 
to  all  my  fellow  workers,  teachers,  nurse,  doctor,  cus- 
todian, lunch  program  supervisors,  transporters,  sub- 
stitute teachers  and  members  of  the  community  who 
have  shown  such  willing  cooperation  in  getting  the 
job  done.

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Principal 
of  the  Holderness  Central  School. 

Changes  in  the  teaching  staff  last  Fall  found  Mr. 
Clarence  Bailey  replacing  Mr.  Allen  in  the  Math  and 
Science  Dept.  and  Mrs.  Sheila  Arold  replacing  Mrs. 
Bowie  in  the  First  Grade.  Mr.  Bailey  has  also  handled 
the  coaching  duties  for  football  and  baseball  and  has 
initiated  volley  ball  which  has  been  very  successful 
during  these  Winter  months.  Also  along  the  athletic 
line  is  the  skating  rink,  which  is  being  used  by  the 
students  with  much  enjoyment.  We  are  deeply  appre- 
ciative to  the  Holderness  Fire  Dept.  for  their  help  in 
this  endeavor. 

Educational  T.  V.  is  being  used  this  year  in  the 
fourth  grade  for  a  History  of  New  Hampshire  course 
and  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  for  a  French  course. 
This  medium  is  also  being  used  as  a  means  of  teach- 
ing Primary  Music. 

A  new  set  of  encyclopedia  was  obtained  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  be  used  as  reference 
books,  making  two  complete  sets  for  student  use.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


The  Holderness  P.-T.  A.  sponsored  four  Dental 
Clinics  on  April  5-12-19th  and  May  10th.  The  children 
were  transported  to  Dr.  Crowell's  office  in  Plymouth. 

Free  vitamin  pills  were  given  all  school  children 
with  permission  of  their  parents.  These  were  supplied 
by  the  P.-T.  A. 

Annual  Vision  Tests  were  completed  and  the  ques- 
tionable ones  rechecked.  A  notice  was  then  sent  home 
suggesting  further  examination  by  their  family  eye 
doctor. 

The  height  and  weight  of  each  child  w^ere  checked 
in  June  and  September.  Frequent  individual  inspec- 
tions for  cleanliness  were  also  made  throughout  the 
year. 

Hearing  was  checked  with  the  Maico  machine. 
Children  found  to  have  any  hearing  loss  took  notices 
home.  Some  of  these  children  with  speech  or  hearing 
problems  have  attended  the  N.  H.  Center  for  Hearing 
and  Speech  Defects  Clinic  in  Concord. 

Physical  examinations  were  completed  in  October 
by  Dr.  Lawrence  Rockwood,  school  physician.  Seventy- 
two  children  were  examined  and  parents  were  noti- 
fied of  all  recommendations  to  correct  any  defects 
found. 

In  March,  T.  B.  Patch  Tests  were  applied  to  115 
students.  This  part  of  the  school  health  program  we 
do  in  each  school  every  two  years.  Any  positive  reac- 
tions are  followed  with  a  Chest  X-Ray. 

The  usual  welfare  and  social  work  continued 
whenever  there  seemed  to  be  a  need. 
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A  Pre-School  Registration  Day  was  held  May  25, 
1960  with  10  children  attending.  This  day  is  set  aside 
each  year  for  the  children  entering  school  the  follow- 
ing September  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
teachers,  school  and  school  nurse.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Plais- 
ted,  dental  hygienist,  also  was  present  showing  each 
child  and  parent  the  necessary,  healthful  care  of  the 
teeth. 

The  nurse  made  40  school  visits  and  58  home 
visits. 

The  cooperation  of  all  those  connected  with  the 
School  Health  Program  has  been  sincerely  appreciated.
